Applicants' amendment raises new substantive issues of patentability that require additional consideration and/or search. Specifically, 
Applicants amend independent claims 1, 23, 35 and 47 to detele reference to an "inverse labeling pattern" and add reference to a 
"qualitative mass shift", a "ratio", and a "ratio reversal". In addition, Applicants' amendment adds reference to new steps of comparing two 
labeling patterns for indication of a "qualitative mass shift" and a "ratio reversal". Examiner is required to re-examine Applicants' invention 
in view of the aforementioned claim amendments. 

Notwithstanding issues of claim indefiniteness likely to arise under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, Applicants' added claim limitations 
do not appear sufficient to overcome art rejections of record. Chait et a/. (US 6,391 ,649) at Table IV (misnumbered Table III) appear to 
describe Applicants' claimed "isotope peak intensity ratio", wherein "peak intensity ratio" is defined in terms of sample identity (i.e., cln2" 
versus CLN2 + ). In addition, Examiner posits that the data in Table IV of Chait et al. inherently teaches Applicants' claimed "isotope peak 
intensity ratio", wherein "peak intensity ratio" is defined in terms of m/z identity (i.e., m/z 14 N versus m/z N), and would be so recognized 
by persons of ordinary skill.
